In 


spite of this There seems to he much 
uncertainty as to the diagnosis, one 
regarding it as pneumonia, another as 
necrollc enterl!!?, and tnrlouS other 
diseases.- 


Vaccination of herds in -which the 


disefise Is already widespread Is often 
disappointing, but vncclnatlon'as a pre- 
ventive measure Is almost absolute and 
will be found prnlltahle.

bill unless It Is used It cannot be ex- 
pected to he very helpful.
